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selves with issues of 28-36 pages— still covering only 
a small part of what we'd like to print. The time it 
takes for typing, layout, mimeographing, collating, 
stapling, and folding is impressive. This must all be 
done on top of our other work— which in the 

past couple of weeks included leafletting, answering 
letters, organizing a rally in support of SLA and 
other comrades recently busted, working with other 
political groups, and dealing with pig harrassment- 
including the arrest of three of our people on 
bullshit charges. We believe the the capability to 
continue these functions absolutely must be main- 
tained so that we do not become separated from 
our “content™— so that we neither lose perspective 
nor become “professionals”, supporting struggles 
from a safe distance. 


We are trying to explore ways of involving mere 
comrades in Dragon. In addition we would like to 
go to paper-plate offset printing to save a lot of 
energy. This would cost us about $80 more per 
month (16 more subseriptions per month). If 
we do this we will maintain our capacity to go back 
to mimeogsaph anytime it becomes politically/econ- 
omically necessary. 


So. 50 new subs per issue would cover costs. 
To do this means comrades reading Dragan must 
show it to others and ask them to subscribe. We can't 
do it alone. If this happens, after 6 months (300 
subs) we will still be giving away about 2/3 of our 
copies free. 


Until now we have answered every letter and/ 
or request for Dragon with a personal letter. From 
now on letters which only request Dragon we may 
not answer personally— again, a question of time. 


We would very much appreciate all feedback 
on this from everyone. 


When we set out to begin doing Dragon, we de- 
‘cided that two of the principles involved would be 
that we would have to leave time and energy for our 
other political work (so that we would not become 
isolated from other aspects of the struggle) and 
economic (political) independence. 


We find that we have rapidly approached our 
limit, Each issue has cost about $140. Much of 
this goes for postage. At this rate, we need about 
30 NEW subscriptions per month to continue. 
Sales in bookstores are about 50/issue, which 
yields about $7.50. We have received about 25 
paying subscriptions. In addition we have about 
60 free subscriptions— mostly to prisoners. Several 
hundred unrequested copies of each issue have been 
mailed to a list of people and organizations. This 
latter group we will send no more issues to unless 


we hear from them. 


Originally we had intended about 1000 copies 
of 16-20 pages per each issue but have found our- 
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There are some things you just can’t do by yourself 
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thei: own prospective demise with that of the 
revolutionary left, With the capture of SLA mem- 
bers, the witch hunt for all leftists has drama- 
tically intensified. Along with these comrades, 
Wendy Yoshimura was busted on a several year 
old Berkeley charge of allegedly renting a garage 
where explosives were found, Immediately: fol- 
lowing their captuse Steven Solih was arrested 
and charged with harboring the SLA comrades 
and accessory after the fact (by virtue of harbor- 
ing) in the SLA Hibernia bank robbery. With this 
as a base the dragnet began on three fronts. First 
the pigs claimed that virtually every “unsolved” 
armed action (and unidentified jaywalkers) on the 
west coast were the work of the SLA ; Allother 
guerilla groups- including the New World Li- 
beration Frort, the Chicano Liberation Front, 
the Red Guerrilla Family. and the George Jack- 
son Brigade were merely pseudonyms for the 
SLA. People were to conclude from this that 
with the capture of the “remaining” comrades, 
all af these groups had been destroyed, At the 
same time the pigs hoped to such these groups 
into prertatare adventuristic actions to show ۹ 
they were still around. As with most of their 
other fantasies, this bore no fruit. 


The second front on which the pigs at- 
tacked was a media blitz of leaks about various 
comrades who were nimored to be involved with 
the captured sisters and brothers. These included 
Kathy and Josephine Soliah, Bonnie Wilder, Jim 
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On September 18, three members of the 

Symbianese Liberation Army: Tania, Emily and 
Bill Farris and two other comrades, Wendy Yoshi- 
mura and Steven Soliah were captured by the 
state. Our S.L.A. comrades were sucessful in li- 
ving undeground for over a year and a half des- 
pite a funatically obsessed F.B.I search for them 
which cost aver a million and a half dollars and 
involved the questioning of 100,000 people. 
We ۲۵۱۱۱۲۳۱۳ our solidarity with the S.L.A. and are 
angered at their capture, although we know it will 
merely change the arena of their struggle, not les- 
son their ability to fight. 

The media coverage of the events sur- 
rounding their capture has created an atmosphere 
of confusion and irrelevant speculation within 
the community, With all manners of reporters, 
psychologists, lawyers, and so-called radicals 
beside themselves with headline fever, the poli- 
tical context of the SLA has been distorted. The 
SLA is aot a ‘story’ or a ‘bizarre case’. The SLA 
isan organization which chooses to address the 
the terrorism of institutionslized poverty, seo- 
fascism in the schools, and, in general, the tyran- 
nyol a ruling class served by an inhumane bureau- 
cracy through the use of revolutionary armed strug- 
gle, This manner of resistance has historically been 
uecessary for any lasting revolutionary change and 
it should come as no surprise that the Amerikan 
ruling class is being so attacked. 

Once again the pigs the Amerika and 
their media have made the mistake of confusing 


We expect this kind of bullshit to increase 
against all revalutionaries in the Bay Area. Such 
was what the pigs did after the capture of Russ 
Little and Joe Remiro when they went after 
many comrades, some with special vengeance 
such as (what was then) VVAW/WSO. 


The lesson to all of us from both the 
recent past and revolutionary history in general 
is clear: we must stand united; we must not 
collaborate with the pigs or their media: we must 
protect each other. Any hesitancy on our part 
will be interpreted by the pigs as a sign of weak- 
ness and will be chosen by them as a target of 
especially severe hassle and intimidation. 


To counter the attempt by the pigs to 
intimidate the left and convinee people there 
was no support for the SLA, a rally was held 
in Berkeley on September 27, to support the 
SLA and all recently captured comrades. Spon- 
sored by Prisoner Support Organization, Nation- 
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Kilgore, and Margaret Turcich. Most of these 
people have been involved in aboveground poli- 
tical work in the Bay Area and as such will be 
used as an excuse to further harrass the left 
through grand juries,bust, and rumors. To these 
comrades we send our warmest, deepest love. To 
all other sisters and brothers we say-—let us learn 
from past mistakes and not play along with the 
man’s game of isolating these comrades so as to 
make them easy targets for capture and/or exe- 
cution. The true test of whether we are serious 
when we call each other sisters and brothers comes 
out in times of pig attempts at divisiveness. 

The third aspect of the pig's attack 
was/is against aboveground individuals/groups 
with their initial thrust against those demon- 
Strating any support for captured or wanted 
comrades, Our own case is typical (and singled 
out only because of our familiarity with it!) The 
night of the capture of our five comrades, a car 


al Lawyers Guild/Prison Task Force, United 
Prisoners Union, Prairie Fire Organizing, Com- 
mittee, and BARC, this rally made a clear state- 
ment of support for guerrilla struggles as a 
necessary part of mass revolutionary work.

UCLA., based on his theory that erime is caused by an epidemic of mental illness rather than a response to intolerable

SAFEWAY OFF CAPITOL HILL! 
The George Jackson Brigade 


Thursday, September 18, 1975 


At 9:15 this evening we placed a call to the Safe- 
way store at 15th & E, John and clearly told the 
employee who answered that “high explosives were 
planted in the store and would go off in 15 minutes— 
Evacuate the store!” Simultaneously, we called 
the newsroom of KING-TV and articulated the 
same message. 


At 9:30 P.M. the bomb exploded inside Safeway. 
There had been no effort to heed our warning 
and no evacuation even in process, Our warning 
procedure was based on our own experiences and 
similar experiences of guerrillas in other parts of 
the country where injuries also occured 
the country where injuries have also occured. We 
clearly realize that our attacks must be discrimin- 
ate and both serve and educate the every day per- 
son. We also realize that as the contradictions 
heighten it becomes harder and harder to be a 
passive and innocent bystander in a war soon. 


Our attack on the Capitol Hill Safeway had 
two purposes: First and foremost it was an act of 
love and solidarity toward a courageous comrade 
who risked and gave his life in the furtherance of 
his political convictions. Second, the bombing was 
in retaliation for the capture of four members of 
the Symbionese Liberation Army. 


We will not belabor the many ways in which 
Safeway criminally exploits farmworkers and its 
clerks, rips off the public through price fixing, 
and sells food poisoned by preservatives. Safe- 
wav is not only an agribusiness, but its tenta- 
cles reach out through the entire world and 
suck the spirit and blood of poor and oppressed 
peoples, These crimes are all well documented and 
have been the subject of numerous educationals, 
marches, demonstrations, boycotts, strikes, and 
even anti-trust suits,

of struggle in Quebec from one centered around 
questions of whether control should be in the 
hands of the large French-speaking majority or 
the Anglo minority to one of class economics- 
while retaining the analysis that Quebec was 
essentially û colony within Anglo North America.

Revolutionary Greetings, 

Having read your open letter to alt comrades trapped behind enemy fines, which appears to be an answer to 

a letter from a prisoner so trapped we feel duty bound in the spirit af Revolutionary solidarity to offer some 
criticism in relation to your open tetter. 

Sun Tzu sajd,” Ali warfare is based upon deception’ and history has proven this to be correct regardless of size 

of strength of those engaged in war. If those who fight conventional wars employ deception as û tactic to confuse 
the enemy and those engaged in irregular warfare do likewise, then we must conclude thet deception is a prin- 
ciple of warfare; "social practice is the criterion for testing the truth.” To quote Sun Tzu further, “Know the 
enemy, know yourself and in a hundred battles be undefeated.” Understand that the enerny uses the same sources 
ta gather intelligence as the Peoples Forces, so, if the people think you are large, then the enemy also thinks 

you are large and what is to be understood is there will be two different reactions to the same thought. On the 
one hand are the people who feel elated by your ability to attack at will undetected; on the other is the enemy 
who is demoratized by his inability to stop or capture you. By appearing to be four units you employ one of the 
basic tactics of the guerilla, appearing to be many places at once. Now because you chose to be open with why 
yau haven't made certain moves, it gives the enemy something concrete in relation to your numbers. 

When communicating openly like this, prudence dictates that we deal with theoretical aspects of the type of 


tactics to employ. By the example of your determination and Jove for the poor and oppressed itis just 0۲ھ‎ 
of tirne before others of a like mind and politics are within your ranks. Rernember it’s quality and nat quantity 


that is the true mark of the guerrilla. 


Your struggle is not in vain, neither do you struggle alarie. At times it may appear to be other than that es- 
pecially to those trapped behind enemy lines, 


In closing, | weuld tike to gay that those in koncentration kamps are not so much caught behind enemy lines as 
they are in an area of encirclement, For there are no fixed lines in a people's war, 


No military commander can overstep the bounds of his material conditions but within their 
limits must strive for victory.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO THE N.W.L.F. FROM ORPHANS OF AMERIKA 


Orphans Of Amerika was very glad to see a copy of your open letter to Orphans,and. BARC. 

We would like to respond to the points which you raise, We must criticize ourselves for responding too 
hastily and without enough care to your letter of 6/27/75. The mistake was made of canfusing possi- 
bilities and probabilities, thereby placing the wrong emphasis on certain statements/actions of yours, 

We were not suggesting any further attempt at struggle between the N,W_L.F, and the BARB. 
Possibly our phrasing was bad ----our intention was to say that whichever of the alternatives we saw was 
correct, the N.W.L.F. and the BARB {if anyone there has the integrity enough to care) SEPARATELY 
do what was needed to insure security in each organization. 

In regards to Stansill and Walsh: it appears to us that Walsh clearly bears the greater responsi- 
bility, even though Stansill was the person in charge of dealing with “news sources”. Walsh is the resi- 
dent managernent; Stansill was (until he quit because he found the position untenable) forernan/lackey, 
the front for the owner/managers with the responsibility without authority that such a position inevita- 
bly entails. We believe that had there been more emphasis on the owners, the stuff on Stansill andWalsh 
would not have stuck out so much. We fully agree with your analysis that frontpeopie for the controlling

We would also like to comment on sever- 
al other things at this point, First, your open let- 
ter to all comrades trapped behind enemy lines— 
in response to a letter from Eddie Sanchez. We 
believe this is an important statement about the 
necessity to avoid premature action, something 
you have spoken of before, Your statements com— 
bining the need to understand that our struggle 
is a protracted one which must develope a secure

of these self-defined “units” who are serious 
revolutionaries. 


We would also like to comment on your 
statement of 8/25/75 concerning Popeye. We con- 
sider the information concerning your contact 
with Popeye important. We would like to throw 
out a couple alternatives for your consideration: 

i] Popeye's sense of security was often real bad; 
2/ Popeye’s analysis was simply weak/wrong in a 
number of places. The scenario you have presented 
appears to be consistant with your experiences 
and observations of Popeye. However, we would 
suggest you consider other scenarios that include 
alternatives such as the above. Such would, we 
think, be consistant with both your experience, 
our own, and that of many other comrades. 

Your actions against against the Emery- 
vile pig station, the Marin Kourthouse, Shell Oil/ 
Coalinga, and their associated communiques 
are inspiringly appropriate. It is a certain measure 
of your success that such actions no longer receive 
the same surprised reactions that they did a year 
ago.

Lobotomies are surgical proce~ 
dures which involve removing por- 
tions of @ person's brain.

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The fashionably liberal concept 
that "criminals" are “sick” has been 
used by the state to inflict added 
tortures on people in prison. Under 
the guise of rehabilitation, priso- 
ners at so-called "medical facilities" 
(such as Vacaville in California) 
are being subjected to lobotomies, 
electroshock treatment, behavior 
modification, and the continual ad~ 
ministration of drugs. The purpose 
of this type of psychiatric assault 
is to destroy militant resistance 
within the prisons by turning peo- 
ple into zombies; rendering them 
powerless and unable to effecti- 
vely deal with their oppressive 
situation. i 

The prisons also serve as labo- 
ratories for further assault on the 
alleged “criminal mentality." These 
techniques are also a fact of daily 
life for people Locked down in men~ 
tal hospitals, On the outside such 
“practices are commonly used against 
grade school children, especially 
the use of drugs. 

Torture as a weapon of control 
and punishment is not new and its 
continuing use shows its effectives- 
ness, Prison officials will contin- 
us the use of torture, but will call 
it other names to try to create a 
humanitarian image. A prime example 
of this double-talk is an offense 


at the person, berating her/him 
for supposed faults, 

The power structure in Amerika 
realizes there are committed, de=- 


.... termined revolutionary women and 


men in prisons-—some who have been 
imprisoned for their politics, 
others who have been politicized by 
their experience in the joint.. The 
state has all types of methods to 


attempt to control people by vio- 
lence: direct and subtle. Psycho- 


. fascism is not only a "prison prob 


lem" but is being used to passify 
the people's disgust with a system 
based on imperialist exploitation, 
sexism, and racism. We must recog. 
nize and expose the motives and. 
workings of the state in order to 
effectively resist and eventually 
take power over our own lives and 
destinies, 
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especially used with "violent" pri- 
soners with the effect of turning 
the victim into a human vegetable, 

Electroshock treatment is often 
used as a form of punishment. It 
is a terrifying, painful experience 
that literally fries ones brain as 
the electric current passes through. 
Following the experience, people 
report significant memory loss and 
feel dazed for long periods after- 
wards, Studies have shown that 
electroshock destroys brain cells, 

Punishment as therapy is accom- 
plished with tranquilizing drugs. 
To immobilize a person against her/ 
his will with drugs is violence; 
violence that can be carried out 
on a mass scale, Drugging is used 
for the purpose of control; for 
keeping prisoners docile and quiet. 
The phenothiazines——thorazine, pro 
lixin, etc. lend themselyes to pun~ 
ishment and torture. If you don't 
keep in line, you have become a 
threat to their set-up. You are 
tranquilized to the point where 
you are unable to function. Phe~ 
nothiazines cause such permanent 
damage as blindness and brain in- 
jury. 

Vacaville in 1970 began using 
the controversial drug succiny~ 
choline in combination with beha- 
vior modification. When the drug 
takes effect, the person feels like 
she/he is suffocating and "on the 
verge of dying”. The doctor or 
attendant then proceeds to shout...

As each day comes and goes now and more sophisticated forms of dehuman- 
ization, expoitation, repression, ete., are constantly being developed by 
the perpetrators of the U.S. neo-fascist capitalist system. Thus, it ie 
essential we stop to analyze the new difficulties, problems and situations. 
we ere faced with to determine a correct line of action. If not, we will 
continue fighting against old forms of exploitation. 

Accordingly, we attempt to analyze the real concrete situation here at 
the U.S. Marion Konoentration Kamp, In doing so, we are now able to see 
with clarity the modified and refined techniques of behavior modification as 
they are now being applied to those prisoners who have been buried in the 
BEHAVIOR MODIFICATION CONTROL UNITS and are gradually being released to the 
general prison population, But their release is woven together with various 
eonditions - conditions that not only restrict their activities and movement 
bus also their basic and human right of self-expression of thought. 

They are constantly reminded that the slightest violation of these 
conditions will result in their return to the REHAYIOR MODIFICATION CONTROL 
UNITS. But, as can be seen, they are being released from one form of behavior 
modification to a hidden-like—form of behavior modifcation which, in effect, 
is also designed to break their wills and dignity as human beings and reduce 
them to mere robots, Hence, the game-plan is quite obvious: Turn the ene 
tire Marion Koncentration Kamp into one large BEHAVIOR MODIFICATION UNIT! 

These modified and refined behavior modification techniques have the 
game degrading psychological effect as the so-called old techniques. The 
new techniques are merely the old in disguise. The effects are the same in 
as mach as the deterioration of intellectual and emotional capabilities are 
often so great that individuals are ne longer capable of realizing their own 
deterioration or caring, as they are very subtly processed and programmed to 
accept without resistance the authoritarian principles of prison administra- 
tors who, in reality, are nothing more than pawns who themselves have heen 
brainwashed by the capitalist ruling class into believing that the Amerikan 
way of life is the best.

Most recently the United Church of Christ's Commission for Racial Jus- 
tice released their report of their findings of the Federal Bureau of Pris- 
ons' Behavior Modification Research Canter, soon to be opened in Butner, 
North Carolina, under the directorship of pr. Martin Grader who, incident- 
ally, created and developed the Asklepieon Society here at Marion, which is. 
based on behavior modification techniques such as Synanon-Group Attack Ther- 
apy and Transactional Analysis in an intense effort to turn prisoners against 


each other and to spy and report to authorities the activities of other pris— 


oners. 


Dr. Grader was interviewed by the Commission for Racial Justice, and hia 
response to many questions put forth to him by the various members of the 
commission were often couched in generalizations and euphemisms. For in- 
stance, when asked what the mission of the Behavior Modification Research 
Center would be. He stated: "The mission of the center will be the treat- 
ment of mentally disturbed and violent offenders, for research leading to 
the management and correction of such behavioral problems...and serious 
deviant behavior." He does not define exactly whet constitutes behavioral 
problems and deviant behavior. And despite his efforts to conceal the real 
intent of the Behavior Modification Research Center, the commission was 
Still able to gather sufficient evidence to conclude in their final report 
that the mission of the center is to remold and shape the thought process of 
those prisoners who speak out against the inhumanities of the prison system, 
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=> ~~ 
and that it will. be left up to prison guards to define whet constitutes de- 
vient- behavior and select prigofiers they feel should. be Sent tö the Behevior 
Modification Research Center. ۱ 

As @ result ofimodifying/ ana refining these bebevior modificetion tech- 
niques, prison officials are now procesding to present them te the- public es 
humane, in an ever increasing effort to deceive the masses ‘and uwr2crnine the 
egal litigations now pending in ths courts of law. 

In bringing to light these modified and refined behavior modification 
techniques, w2 begin to formulate tactics that will result in victory. 

These tactics include educating the messes to these so-called new and soph- 
isticated forms of repression, exploitation, etc., so that they will also 
concentrate their efforts to developing tactics that will place them in 
positions to emerge victorious in whetever thoir plens may be to help atop 
behavior modification, 

Tf not, the perpetrators of the 0,8, neo-fascist capitalist 021 will 
certainly succeed with their plans to turn all potential revolutionary- 
frecdom fighters now in prison into mere robots, who will leter he released 
to infiltrate movement organizations. those prisoners who they will not be 
ble to turn into robots will in 331 probability, never leave prison alive, 
Already we are seeing. the brainwashed Asklepieon Society members being trans— 
ferred to other federal koncentration kamps for the purpose of implementing 
other alike behavior modification programs. And it will not te long before 
these verg Same programs Wl} be implemented across the nation for members. 
of society. 

Only when we hava succeeded in completely wiping out behavior modifica— 
tion, could we open up a new situation, paving the way for new victories for 
our revolutionary~freadom fighters and the masses. To succeed, it is es- 
sential that we create favorable conditions for this battle by launching 
numerous offensives on various battle fronts and by intensifying preparations 
on the Butner Behavior Modification Research Center battlefield.

Washington State uepartment of Corrections 
in Olympia were borbed. The George Jackson 
Arî yade claimed eredit for the bombing, 
mid issued the following cormunicue. 


There has been an ongoing debate recently 
over national and local law entorcement po- 
licies. On the issue of the criminal sen- 
tencing process, for example, there appears 
to be a conflict of: opinion between conser- 
vative law and order advocate Bayley (the 
recently promoted county prosecutor) and ii- 
beral judge Horowitz. Bayley adopts a get 
tough attitude toward crime, the oid lock 
‘er up syndrome which has proven so ineffec- 
tive in the past. Horowitz, on the other 
hand, says warehousing criminals is not on 
ly ineffective, it is cruel, and suggests 
“treatment” of the offender. Neither Bayley 
or liorowitz deals with the type of hypocrisy 
that allows Nixon and gang to escape justice 
while the poor and confused are made example 
of by the courts. 

Crime is not some sort of a disease that 
suddenly isossesses an individual and causes 
them to act criminally, and which requires 
treatment in order for the offender to be 
rehabilitated, Nor is crime a problem re- 
solvable by increasing the sentences of the 
offender. Every day prisoners are released 
from prison. Give them longer sentences and 
people would still be leaving the prison ev- 
ery day; the only difference would be in the 
degree of anger felt by the released prison- 
er. The anger gets taken out on the com- 
munity. The problem has not been solved, 
simply prolonged and aggravated, like the 
way lord deals with the econory. 

Crime is the natural response for those 
caught between poverty and the Amerikan cul 
ture of greed, aggression, sexism, and racism 
The increasing level of crume 1s a measure 
of the sickness of our society; treatin: or 
punishing individuals will have little effect 
on the rate of crime. Sexual appression 


In order to effectively apply the treat- 
ment concept, the Adult. Corrections Division 
needs the power to move prisoners from 
prison to prison (or hospital). The pri- 
soners at Walla Walla realize this fact, 
and in an attempt to limit the state’s 
power to transfer prisoners, they made the 
following demands central to their struggle: 
bemand VI (k) That no rember of the popu- 
lation shall ever be transferred to another 
mental or psychiatric facility out of state 
unless personally requested by the prisoner 
in writing. Demand VI (1) goes on to say 

That no member of the population shall e- 
ver be transferred to another penal facil- 
ity in any location unless personally re- 
quested by the prisoner in writing.’ These 
demands were so important to the prisoners 
that they followed them up with the only 
threat of violence in the entire list of 
demands. VI (m) That if the foregoing 
insistance indicated in items (k) and (1) 
are not honored, the Resident Goverment 
Counci] shall see to the destruction of 

the Washington State Penitentiary." Pri- 
soners also demanded the removal of the 
chief doctor, the head nurse, and the assoc- 
iate superintendent of custody. When neg- 
otiations failed, prisoners seized 8 wing 
and the hospital and used hostages in an 
attempt to push their demands forward. 

Yoday is exactly six months from the fi- 
nal deadline prisoners set for the imple- 
mentation of their demands. م٤‎ a sinple 
ee has been met. Today's bombing of 

the offices of the Washington State Depart- 
ment of Corrections is a measure of our 
determination to see the implementation of 
the just demands of the Walla Walla prison- 
ers. “e of the George Jackson Brigade hear- 
vy demand: (A) That the state give prison- 
ers the power to decide for themselves whe- 
ther or not they want to be transferred; 
(B) Stop the usc and threatened use of psv- 
chofascist techniques on the minds of pri- 
soners and school children; (C) The re- 
moval of three acministrators, Dr. August 
riovnanian, hospital surgeon, James Harvey, 
associate superintendent for custody, and 
Mrs. Eva Nelson, chief nurse. And (D) 
That the prison administration follow the 
Resident Government Council's constitution 
and otherwise follow the law (the R.G.C. 
must be permitteca to exist). 


Notwithstanding 
great debaters, the state's 
ponse to crine is to respond with terror- 


the rhetoric of the 
actual res- 


ism. Just as the recapture of the Mava- 
guez was an inteyhational act of terrorism, 
so too is the shooting of unarmed blacks 
such as Joe Hebert. The national and state 
governments are so unstable that the only 
way in which they can maintain ‘order’ is 
through the selective use of terrorism. 
Those who maintain rule through the use of 
terror are fascists. Revolutionary counter- 
terror is the appropriate response to fas- 
cist lawlessness. , 

Maintaining order“is not only a proble: 
of the urban and rural governments, it is 
a growing problem inside the nation's pri- 
sons as well. In an attempt to maintain 
order within tne nation’s prisons the gov- 
ernment has implemented the practice of 
behavior modification techniques on pri- 
soners who resist the command to be silent 
in the face of slavery and mind torture. 
The effect of behavior modification is to 
grant freedom to those who are dishonest 
and deceitful enough to mouth the master's 
line, and to punish with long term con 
finement those who are politically or 
legally active in trving to create a bet- 
ter society. 

ihe “treatment concept’ is a euphemism 
tor psychofascism. It consists of electro- 
shock, psychosurgery, massive druggings, 
averse conditioning, sensory deprivation, 
and more. Such practices have found their 
way into the nation’s schools, especially 
in high poverty areas. In fact, it was to 
stop such abuses that the Svmbionese Lib- 
eration Army executed school superintendent 
Marcus Foster. 
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
